"OLD PIZEN." 


In the cavly days, many years ago, Sena- 


tor Jones was engaged in milling on the 
Stanislaus River, California, at a place called 
Cherokee Flat. 
It was a small camp, 
con- 


taining scarcely more- than a dozen habita- 
tions all told.

At Cherokee Flat tho old broncho was 
mon- 


arch of all he surveyed. 
Ho had whipped 


aud run off every animal that had ever been 
brought to tho camp, The miners severel 
times swore vengeance against "OldPizen/1 
and would have shot him but tha» they liked 
Joggles and the soul of Joggles delighted in 
"old pizeu," therefore they left him alive. 
Not content with conquering intruders, the 
old broncho would chase them for miles, 
running them clear out of the country. The 
moment he saw a strange animal ho laid 
back his ears and went for him, using both 
heels and teeth.

^Yhell told of one of the exploits of tho an- 
imal he would laugh in spito^of himself, and 
would swear that old Pizen was the "biggest 
fightin' hoss on gtho Stanislaus," and he 
would "back him agin any critter that ever 
were bar." Ho would tell how a big Amer- 
ican horse horse chased away by Old Pizen 
was found forty miles distant with his tail 
chawed off to n mere stump. 
Wlicu he 


thought of the comical appearance 
the 


maincd horse must have presented with his 
little stump of tail, Joggle would laugh till 
tears ran down his cheeks. 


Tho faino of the 
"Bghting horse" el- 


tended for miles around the camp. Pros- 
pectors passing that way with pack animals 
were warned against him. 
"Beware of tho 


fighting horse!" was tho word through all 
that section of the country. 
Sonora, the 


county seat of Toulumne County, was tho 
source whence tho miners at Cherokee Flat 
drew their supplies of "grub" fmd other ne- 
cessaries. 
The town was fifteen or twenty 


miles distant, and the miners would occasion- 
ally go up there to order what they wanted, 
aud 'have it "packed" down to their cabins. 
Ono day J. r. Jones ami one of his partners 
wentxip'to Bouorn to procure supplies for 
their company, known as tho "Buckeye.1 
They rcmt'.med over-night in town, intending 
to return tho next day. 
In the morning, 


soon after they arose, they heard a terrible 
commotion in a livery stable just across tho 
street from their hotel. 
Kunuiug over to 


ascertain the cause they found that a big 
Spanish jackass had found his way into the 
stable through is rear door, and was on tho 
war-path among tho horses. Ho had cleaned 
out several stalls almost at a dash, and then 
reached that occupied by a powerful black 
stallion.

im out of tho stable. 
It now occurred to Mr. Jones that, there

ick at thostomach. 
A word of thisthought 


o his partner, and they agreed, if possible, 
o secure the fighting jackass. 
Following 


Uio owner of the jack, they soon came to an 
mderstanding with him. 
They were told 


hat tho jack was a good pack animal, and 
as qniot 'as a lamb when no horses were 
about 
When ho camo whore there were 


wrscs his whole nature changed andho wont 
for them with tho fury of a tiger. 
The jack 


being an unusually powerful animal, the 
owner asked §7:. for him. 
Jones and part- 


ner agreed to run himo trip on' trial and 
gavcTo owner^, which he was to keep 
in case the jack was not returned Wlthm ft 


COHavIingnsccurcd tho lighting jack, Jones 
and partner packed him and started homo in 
high feather. 
As soon as ho was out of 


town tho jack became as doolie and sleepy 
as any old "burro" that over trotted ft trail. 
lioforo getting homo the beast bocarno abso- 
lutely lazy, and Jones & Co. began to fear 
Hint off his own dunghill their jack was of 
no account aa a fighter.
